I refer to the Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) between NASA and ESA 
concerning the Mars Express mission signed on 18 December 2002 by Mr. Antonio 
Rodota, ESA's Director General, and Mr. Sean O'Keefe, NASA Administrator. In 
accordance with its Article 20.1, it shall remain in force until 31 December 2008. 

The observations made during the Mars Express mission have provided outstanding 
scientific discoveries and allowed for the capture of critical Phoenix engineering 
telemetry during Phoenix's Entry, Descent, and Landing (EDL) phase. Wishing to 
fulfil remaining goals and complete sets of data, I should like to propose to you that 
the duration of this MOU shall be extended through 31 December 2013. 

If you concur with this proposal, I suggest that this letter, together with your 
affirmative reply, shall constitute an agreement between ESA and NASA on the 
extension of the above-mentioned MOU, in accordance with the provisions of 
Article 20.2 thereof. 

This extension shall be deemed to have entered into effect as of the date of your 
affirmative reply.
